Mary  Smith  Oldham's  lifelong  dream  was  to  become  a  lawyer,  and  at  the  unprecedented 
age  of  21,  she  passed  the  Idaho  State  Bar  and  became  Idaho's  first  practicing  woman  attorney. 
At  age  22  she  argued  a  case  before  the  Idaho  Supreme  Court  and  won.  Four  years  later  she 
was  admitted  to  practice  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  Prior  to  her  graduation 
from  the  University  of  Idaho,  she  was  named  one  of  the  "Gems"  of  Idaho. 

Mary  was  in  constant  demand  as  a  speaker  at  political  and  civic  functions.  She  served 
as  justice  of  the  peace  in  Madison  Coiinty,  as  the  Rexburg  City  attorney,  the  Sugar  City  attorney 
and  attorney  for  the  Fremont-Madison  Irrigation  District.  She  practiced  both  civil  and  crimi- 
nal law  in  Rexburg  for  60  years.  While  representing  the  Fremont-Madison  Irrigation  District, 
she  won  a  case  in  federal  court  against  a  group  attempting  to  block  construction  of  the  Teton 

Dam. 

Mary  was  the  devoted  wife  of  Volney  L.  Oldham  and  a  loving  mother  and  grandmother. 
She  remarked  that  tiiere  was  never  any  conflict  between  work  and  family  because  her  family 

always  came  first. 

Mary  will  be  remembered  for  her  twinkling  blue  eyes,  her  ready  smile,  her  quiet  man- 
ner and  her  elegant  bearing.  She  was  truly  a  "Gem"  of  Idaho.

A  newcomer  to  the  lumber  business  in  Rexburg  in  October,  1936  was  the  W.  H.  Smead  family  who  established  a  mill.  Operating  under  the  name  of 
Montana  and  Idaho  Lumber  Company,  they  located  their  mill  on  the  north  side  of  town  near  the  Teton  River.  It  was  a  father-and-son  operation  with 
_"•  H.  Smead  Sr.  and  William  Burton  Smead  as  the  owners  and  managers.  They  had  previously  conducted  a  lumber  business  in  the  Ashton  vicinity. 
They  purchased  timber  from  the  Gallatin,  Bridger,  and  Targhee  National  Forests,  and  by  contract,  cut,  logged  and  transported  the  lumber  to  the 
mul  site.  The  railroad  was  used  in  the  early  years,  but  it  soon  proved  too  costly  in  comparison  with  truck  hauling.  The  company  milled  lumber  pan 
of  the  year,  from  April  to  November.  The  average  daily  output  of  lumber  was  between  30,000  to  40,000  board  feet.  The  plant  employed  about  25

From  the  town's  beginnings, 
religion  has  been  central  to 
the  lives  of  the  people  of 
Rexburg.
